After reading M. Meruurd's de- 
fence, which Qoncluded by uiaintaining 
that the material of the Bordereau and 
the moral evidence cropping in during 
the inquiry jwinted not to Dreyfus but' 
to Esterhazy as tlie culprit. M. Ballot. ^ 
du Beaupre dealt with the question of . 
motive. He read the police reports fur- • 
iiishod by M. Guence, the .detcctlTC,' all v 
unfavorable to Dreyfus, an^' reports oil. 
the prefecture ot police, pointing out that, 
there had been a confusion of Dreyfu'sii;' 
with others of the same Uninc who had " 
been lui.ved uj) with gambling and dis- 
oputable female associations. The lat- 
ter report.s wore not produced at the 
trial in ISOl. 

jNI, Ballot do Beiiupro then pointed out 
that Dreyfus could not have acted ns a 
traitor from anger or disappointment, as 
lie had the linest prospects ot an excel- 
lent military career. On the other hand 
ICsterbazy, the reporter alleged, was a 
soldier of fortune, always begging from 
the money lenders. 11c read letters 
written by Esterhazy, abusing Franco 
lid the French army, these producing 
deep impression upon the audience.

Th(' news from Tlie Hague that the 
Brilish .'111(1 Russian representntivea arc 
conferring with a view lo reconcile tiir 
poiiit.s of differonee in their two schemes 
of arbitration gives satisfaction here, for 
the reason that it promises well for an 
L'ii.sy nmalganiation of opposing schemes 
with the American project, the latter 
being very similar to the British plan.

THE BBBOHY HAY SCHEME. 

Mr. D. W. HifTErins has resurrecttHl the 
15eechy Bay schome in a letter to tlio 
Port Angolos Tribune-Times. A few 
years ago every one was ia favor of this 
project, but Victoria is a licklo liidy and 
does not know her omi mind for many 
days at n time. It is satisfactory to 
have this plan of obtaining railway con- 
nection to tlie South brought forward at 
this juncture, because every possible 
scheme bearing upon making Victoria a 
railway terminal ought to be discussed 
"Wo think that something is likely to be 
at'coniplished, but in the lueautime the 
fullest possible consideration ought to be 
given to evei^ project. The Beechy Bay 
schome does not contemplate any aid 
from the city. We uuppose tliat, if a 
railway ferry were i)ut ou between Port 
Angeles and that poiut, the & N 
railway company would build a branch 
line down to meet it. \Vo liave 
authority for stating this, but such a 
thing seems to bo reasonable. The in 
duceniont that would bo olTered to Ihi 
company putting on such a ferry would 
we assume, be the donation of land at 
the terminus. The owners of rea 
estate there would doubtless hope that a 
town would bo built up, which would 
probably be Uie ease, but how much of 
a town it would be and what sort of a 
competitor It would vrt>ve for the trade 
that now comea to Victoria it is alto- 
gether premature to say. If railway 
and ocean terminal facilities are pro- 
vided at Beechy l!ay. and connection is 
made with tlie E. & N., we suppose 
there is a possibility that some ocean 
traffic may stop there instead of at Vic- 
toria, and that mails and passenger! 
might leave Asiatic steamers at Quaran 
tine and bo carried through to Vaneou 
ver without coming near Victoria.. It is 
true that there is now no expeditious 
means of getting to Vancouver e.i:ccpt 
by way of Victoria, but if travel and 
transportation warranted it, the means 
would soon be forthcoming. Wo have 
no desire to play the part of an alarmist, 
but it can do no harm to point out to 
the people of Victoria that there is some 
danger of the city being side-tracked, 
unless they make such ari arrnngement 
as will maiii' this city the terminal point 
of any ferry connection that may be 
established with Vancouver, as it would 
have been under the offer of the E. & N. 
conipauy. The situation calls for tl 
best pos.sil)le consideration that the citi- 
zens can give to it. The unportant factor 
in the new scheme ia that all' steamers 
from the Orient will call at Quarantine, 
and with i raihvay within a stone's 
throw, HO to speak, nonie of the trnfllc 
which wc have been hoping ti> secure 
may pasa ns by. Wi.' do not tiike mncli 
litock in the idea that under any circunj- 
atancca likely to occur a rival city would 
be built up. 



THE ALABKAN BOUNDARY. 

There seems to be an iinmenso amount 
of igtioraiire in high plai'cs rcgiirding the 
Alaskan boundary- ICvcrythiug of a 
sensational character that has recently 
appeared in print Heems to be based upon 
the idea that under no circiim«tnno<'B 
can there hi; any doubt a.s to the owner- 
ship of the head of Lyari Ciui;il under 
tlie trcjity of IS'^n, but that it must of 
ncccRsity belong to the "United States. 
As.the niatter ai)penr8 to us, tlie owner- 
fibip of Ijynn Canal involves the whole 
issue. Ciinada i.t surely not stiuabbling 
about IJie ownersliiii of a lot of moun- 
tain peaks. Ah wo have understood the 
matter — and we claim to have given at 
least ns much attention to It as the 
hysterical comwpondentsf of the lyondon 
and New York newspapers — the 
Canadian claim is that the treaty, inter- 
preted by the law ' Of uatloiw, gives, us 
the heads of certain of the inlets nt 
Jeast,- and probably tt portion ofv.jhe,| 



archipelago. If this contention cannot 
be sustained before nn arbitration trib- 
unal, Canadians ought to have nothing 
more to say about it. We have sulU- 
cient faith in the justice of the Canadian 
claim to bo content to have it submitted 
to a board of arbitrators withoat>-:;any 
conditions whatever, and wo "drc^glai ' to 
learn that it is not true, as alleged, that 
the Canadiiui government is insisting on 
the cession of u port as a condition iire- 
cedent to arbitration; To do so would, 
we think, be a mistake,' and' would 
weaken lie legal strength of the Cana- 
dian claim. 



AN .UNBBASONABLIO DEMAND. 

The arguments of the Vancouver 
World for a re<Hstribution of the repre- 
stutatiou of British Columbia in the 
House, of Commons prove the extreme 
undesiriibllity of Interfering with the 
matter at all until the regular period for 
so doing comes round. The distribution 
of population is changing so rapidly that 
what may be true this year may be 
cveiy thing else but true next year as to 
the coniparalivi! claims of the different 
sections of tlu.' ])rovince. Before another 
I'lectiou there may be* 50,000 people in 
Cassiar alone. If the promise of the 
present is fullilled and the mines of the 
West Coast and other parts proV(>' as 
valuable as now seems likely, and if the 
several schemes fur the opening of the 
Island materialize, we may have by 1901 
twice as many people in these two elec- 
toral districts as are there now. Similar 
observations may be made of other parts 
of the province. Thei-efore we can easily 
SLK.' why the Doininiou government has 
deemed it unwise to attempt in advance 
of the general redistribution following 
the census to niter in any way the elec- 
toral districts in this proviiute or vary 
the reiireseiitation. We hoped Uiat the 
government would see its way clear to 
dividing Yale-Cariboo, so as to give 
Kootonay a new representative, but the 
hill as itroduced tloes not contemplate 
any additicjn to the representation of 
any of the provinces. Our Vancouver 
contemporary hopes that the members 
from this province will be able to have 
stich amendments made in the bill be- 
fore it passes as will deprive Victoria of 
a member, but we fuel quite conlident 
that, nothing of the sort 'Will be accom- 
plished. 

THE GEOKGIAN BAY OANALr. 

The Liverpool Journal of C-onunerce 
of April 2Cth contains an interesting re- 
poit of a meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce in aid of the tieoigian Bay 
canal and a leading editorial on the sub- 
ject. The history of tliis greit prtject 
and its value from a commercial stand- 
point are so well set out in the litter that 
we <iuote it in full: 

The transportation pioblem is very 
much to the fore at the present timi>, and 
one particular ])hase ot it \vhi(di is be- 
coming to be roali/'.ed as of pur im Hint 
importance to vast sections at ilie no:;h- 
ern part of Canada, and, iucidenlally. of 
our own great seaport, may be thus 
summed u]). How is the immense vol- 
ume of trairn- to the gri'at Auievi-Mu 
lakes to reach the seaboard in tlie besi 
and cheapest means V In the opinion o( 
-Mr. M(.'Leod Stewart, ex-mayor of Ot- 
tawa, that object can he best achieved 
by the construction of a waterway, ox- 
teiuling from Montreal to tieorgian Bay. 
.\.u<l with a view to enlisting the sym- 
pathi(?s of the e(nnmer(-ial eommnnity of 
Liveiiiool in his project, Mr. Stewart 
addressed a meeting in Livcrpo(d yester- 
diiy, at which were iiresent, as a glance 
will show at the list of names which 
ai>pears elsewhere, immy gentlemen 
prominently idenritied with the trade of 
the Dominion. A syndicate lias already 
been formed to bring into being the 
liroject, at the beau of which is the 
Bight Hon. Sir Bdword Thornton, G.C. 
B., ex- British minister to the "United 
States, and other inlluential gentlemen, 
including Mr, George G. Blackwell and 
Mr. B^rancis Durnnt, of London. The 
idea is bj' no means n new one. Mr. 
Stewart's father labored lorfg and 'lon- 
sistently on its behalf, and his mantle 
has fallen upon a worthy successor, if we 
pay hc«i to the fervor with which Mr. 
Stewart advocated his cause and to the 
extremely able manner in which he -nar- 
shalled his facts and ligures. He is n.ot 
alone, moreover, in liLs belief in the 
potentialities of such .a canal, for 
whether it be viewc^d from a military 
or a commoreinl and industrial jioiiit of 
view, it iMJSsesses friends. Distinguisli -d 
military olllcers, (.Canadian premiers and 
slalesmen, engineers, and even no less 
an individual than Sir Willuiiii "\'an 
lloriie, from wliom, as president of 'Jie 
0. 1*. 11., opiiosition might have been 
expected, each ami all have w'lrmly 
prai.--ed the projei't. And si> there ;.'aii- 
iHjl be such an extraordinary ciniseni^us 
of ai)|)roval in a scheme which Mr. Stew- 
art remarks will "do nioie tliaii anything 
else to revolutionize the trade <]f (Jan- 
luia and ht.dp to build up Liverpool" 
without good cause. A luief exainin i- 
tioii of the propi'ct, Having regard to 
this fact, tlieiefore, must surely possess 
interest. The line of actual canal will 
run fnjin Montreal to (teorgian Bay, vi.i 
the h'rench and Ottawa rivers. A glance 
at the map .shows that the presence of 
these rivers materially assist work upon 
the canal. Of the ■(;!() miles between the 
two points, uiili's are a natural navi- 
gation, and ri'nuire no improvi.'menl , 
tthile to convert the remainder into a 
lir«t ('loss iiavigiition for steamers less 
than .'JO miles of actual canal are re- 
'luired. Of these, lij miles liave been 
constructed by the governinent, and 
only rcfiuire deepening. The con.struc- 
tion of the canal wouhl provide Canada 
with the most direct line of waterway 
between the Great I.,ake.s and the Atlan- 
tic ocean. The strategic and commercial 
imjiortance of the canal is at once an- 
parent. The work removes any neces- 
sity for the commerce of Ganada to re- 
ly niion waters under American jurisdlc- 
ion. I'urther, its poBSeastou of .the 
waterway not only provides an addi- 
tioniil outlet for the conveyance of the 
heavy grades of freight from the West to 
the KciiboiiTd, but a direct one. many 
railo.M shorter than the existing canal 
routes in ocean centres, ai»d many days 
horter in freight carriage. Tlie im- 
portanci' ot this latter remark will Ix! 
host gathered if we utilize Mr. Slei "art's 
own figures. 'Hie distance from Cl.ieago 
(o Alontrejil by Ottawa is nearly 1T50 
mik'.H less than that from Chicago to 
New "Vork by the Krio canal. This 
meaiif^ a total saving by llie Olta.va 
route r;f litth> short of S)()l) mile« on the 
through trip to Liverpool. I'ractically, 
it is cquiv;ilent to more than 1,000 miles I 
saved, for there are 350 milcs^ of cnnal j 



on the Erie route, and only 20 on the 
other. Suppose two grain-laden vessels 
leave Chicago together, one for each 
route. The one via New York has a 
lake journey of 020 miles to ■ Buffalo, 
the other one of 550 miles to the French 
river. To reach New York the former 
vessel, even were tlie Erie enlarged 
to such a capacity as to render her con- 
tinuance by that route possible, has yet 
to pass through 350 miles of canal and 
1-1.") miles of the Hudson river — 495 miles 
in all, wliUe tlio vessel proceeding by the 
northerly route has only 20 miles of 
canal and 400 miles open river and lake 
to traverse before reaching Montreal, It 
will thus be seen that Montreal and 
Quebec would materially proUt by the 
existence of this canal, and as Mr. Stew- 
art very righly observes, the more tlio.io 
two i)hices are built up "the more will 
it tend to build up the great city of Liv- 
erpool." Ileuco we in Liverpool have 
a direct interest in tlie project, which 
is by no means -now a merely academi- 
cal question, but one which will present- 
ly throb with a powerful vitality. 

The .Touriial of Commerce calls the 
canal " Imperial and commercial 
necessity," and the resolution adopted by 
the meeting recognizes both these aspects 
of it. That resolution says that efforts 
to promote commerce betsvcen Canada 
and Great Britain are worthy of sup- 
port; that all projects which will lead to 
the opening of the Northwest and the 
supply of the British market from Cana- 
dian sources will have great Imperial in- 
terest, !uid that a project like this, which 
will shorten the water route to the in- 
terior of Canada by 1,000 miles, is de- 
serving of the support of the Imperial 
and Canadian governments.

The Idaho State Union, the organ of 
the Miners' Union ot that state, admits 
categorically that the Bunker lliJI mine 
was destroyeil by union miners, but it 
says it is inclined to believe that the 
unions did not order the destruction. 1 f 
the Union cannot speak more definitely 
than this upon a subject of which it 
ought to have knowledge, we fear the 
public will conclude that tlie organizn 
tions are guilty of the crime laid to their 
charge. 



There is naturally a great deal of 
anxiety in regard to the prospects of a 
Hood in the Frnser, but the continued 
cool weather renders the danger less day 
by day. The river is at n good height 
now and a large quantity of water is 
running away, so that when warmer 
temperature comes most of the snow will 
he gone. Unless the change is sadden 
and comes within a short time, we would 
think the Fraser valley safe for the 
present year.

Sir: The letter from your corrcspoii 
dent Sir. Thrift is a timely and valusiblo 
addition to the infuniiution on tliis suIh 
jert which is of Kuch vital jmiKirtaiiee 
to \ icioriii. May 1 call attention to 
another point that should pluve ii prime 
hK tor in iJiu easel? 

The proposed harbor improvements 
contemplate harbor tracks or railway 
riinuiug along the whole length of the 
wharves txleudiag to the outer wharf, 
and branch lines connecting tlie harbor 
trucks with main or other lines of rail 
way entering Victoria. This will mubc 
all lines of railway run their cars along- 
side tlie largest Kteamurs from the Ori- 
ent, Siberia, South Auicrlcu, Australia, 
etc., and facilitate the develojimeut of 
the enormous Irallic gradually luukiug 
this way. 

Tile distanre from a junction with tho 
\'. ,S. railway to the harbor system Sit 
Itock Bay is about .SOO yards; to the 
central slation on the reserve at the foot 
of .lohnson si reel bridge would be tiboui 
1!,(IUU yards more, or l.OUl) yards nearer 
llic old liosl olllce than at iireseal; to 
the I'ort .•\iigeles ferry dock about the 
same distance; from Hock Buy juacliou 
to the outer wharf would be uiioiil ;(,.''it)0 
yards, the cost of the branch from Die 
V. it S. railway to the harbor lr:icks 
would be about .'>-15,0UlJ. 

\Vith such facilities at baiul, wn.,ild it 
lie possible to prevent llie \'. S. in. ik- 
ing clo.se connection with thii iiia inland 
syslems'/ 'J'he coiiiiiiercial :idvaut.iges 
both of the through tralllc and the Incil 
markets vvould be so apparent that no 
commercial undertaking or coiauiuiiity 
could alTord to uegh'cl the opportunity. 
Capital could not afford to lie idle. 

The harbor sclieiiu- offers the same 
advantages and facilities to nil liucs of 
railway aii,i to all lines nf steamers, and 
any surplus revenue is apjiliod solely lo 
the development of tlic trade of the port.

For a second time and finally, the 
"preliminary investigating conunitteo <>r 
Uie Sorby scheme for tlie inii>i'"vemeiit of 
\'icloriii harlior" decided yesterday lli.it 
Mr. Sorby shall go to Ottawa williouL 
tielay to explain his project in detail lor 
tlio benefit of tho ministers and do wiiat 
lie can t<)w;ird intiu-osting them in such 
steps as may b(.> taken for its aecoju- 
plishmont. At the same time the civic 
committee of investigation have put ou 
record their desire to have part of ;he 
.•^lO.OOi) appropriated 'last year for im- 
iiroveuK lu works in VictdHa" harbor' (but 
unexpended) devoted to the payment of 
churi" • iu conncetlon with the bori-igs 
and otlier preliminaries for the "proving 
of the scheme, ■ ' 

This latter point of action _ comoa in 
consequence of tlie discovery tluit the 
preliminary imfuiries into the euginoor- 
iug features of the scheme will be uiucb 
more expensive thdii had been antiei'):il- 
ed It is earnestly hoped that the gov- 
ernment, will assume a portion of tins 
expense, and as Mr. T. B. Hall pointed 
out yesterday, that an iippropnaiiou of 
S;iO,000 was last year left uuemplojod, 
tho hopo has a substantial basis. 

Tlie resolution in connection was intro- 
duced at yesterday's meeting of ihe gen- 
eral committee l>y Jlr. B. W. Pearse, 
after that geiitleiuau had presented a 
verbal report of tlie business traus.ieled 
by the engineering sub-committee at a 
morning session. ■ Mr. Gore liad been 
instructed under llie general eiinunittee s 
anthori/atiiHi of May 12, he said, to pro- 
proceed witli the work of boring in ilic 
harbor, at distances of -10 feet in hve dif- 
ferent designated sections, this being in 
accordance with tlie instructions received 
by tlie suli-coiniuittee. Tfiitil furtlier dt- 
veki])ineiiis presented themselves no fur- 
tlier or more CDrinal repoi't- soeuied nc'.'i's- 
,.,,i,._v_llie sub-comiiiitlee woulil simply 
proceed with tlie work entrusted to them, 
and complete it as far as possible. 

I'arentiielically Mr. I'earse mentioned 
tliat a disappointment liad l)een euco.in- 
tereil with regard to the boring appara- 
tus wliieli it had been though could be 
borrowed from tlie provincial govern- 
ment, tlierrhv gri^atly reducing the cost 
of the work. The plant, ou appllcatiin 
being made for it, was fo'und to be scat- 
tered over all parts ot the province, and 
it was difflcult to see at present how the 
work in hand could be performed with- 
out the borro'tt'lng of tools. As so jn, 
however, as any difflculty was encoun- 
tered, the silb-cnmmittee would reiiort 
and seek further instructions. Tlieir re- 
port might well lie di'ferrcMl until Mr. 
Gore hud got to work and -Mr. Hoy ar- 
rived In the city. 

With reference to the iirelimin.iry 
work, it was certain that the wliole lin.in- 
cial success of tlie scheme depended 
largelv uimju tlie .accuracy of Mr. Sorby's 
estimate on the rnek (inaiitities, and one 
of the first tilings lion. .Mr. Tarle would 
ask for (advised by his eliicC engineer) 
would tlierefore be uiidouliteiUy the re- 
port of tbivo borings. He l-Mr. re.irse) 
could not see why tlie Dominion sliould 
not be called upon to bear a part of thin 
ineliniinary expense, and he therefore 
moved with Oajit. .1.

ni.'ide by the r)cuniiiii)n government for 
tli(> iniproveineiit of Victoria harbor." 

Tiiere was no opiiositlon to this reso- 
lutiiui, copies of which were ordered to 
sent to Messrs. Prior, Earle, Mclnnes, 
Maxwell, Bostock and Morrison, tho 
members of the House of C!ommons from 
BriUsh Columbia, to Sir Hibbert Tui)- 
por, nnd to Senators Templeman, Mac- 
donnld .md Itcld. 

Then tho question of sending Mr. Sor- 
by to Ottawa was agam taken up. 
Mayor Kedforn explaining the (;ircuni- 
stanccs in connection witli tlie re-open- 
ing of (lie decision.

Victoria. 



Mr. I>. \X. Higgins, .AL I*. I'., lias sug- 
gested to the promoters of the I'ort 
Angeles Eastern railway company that 
they might give Victoria railway connec- 
tion by means of a ferrj- from Port An- 
geles to either Sooke or Boechy Bay, and 
a line ot railway from tjie point selected 
to connect with Uio H. & N- railway near 
Laugford. lie believes that the owners 
of land at either Sooke or Beediy Bay 
would give a land subsidy to secure tlie 
couueclion. Here is tlie letter lie wrote 
to I'resideut Cusliiiig uf the I'ort -Vngeles 
Kiistora;

-■\n agitation for (he ex(cnslon of the line 
to Hardy Bay, a distance of about 170 miles 
from Nanalmo, has begun at Victoria, The 
object of the extension Is to avoid the dif- 
Ucnlt and dangin-ous navif,'alion of the 
waters that lie lietweon Vanconver Island 
and till' Mainland of British Columbia 
Willi the connecting link at I.angfonI sta 
Hon, a ferry servli'(' from Port Aiigcdes ti 
either of the ports named, and a line li 
operation from .Nanalmo to Hardy Bay 
llip latt.T mnst speeilily become the chief 
shipiiing point for goods and passengers 
bonnit to or from Y'ukon, Alaskan and Atlin 
gold liilds. or tho fishing stations nnd 
saw mills on the northwest coast of the 
province.

IK lioiirs from l he prescru schednle llmi>, 
and ml) the voyaire to tlie .North of inosl 
of its terrors without materially adding: to 
tho cost of transportation, for not n poinnl 
of through freight need be linndled before 
Hardy Bay has been reached.

Willi tills connection, with ti railway In 
operation from end to end of Vancouver 
Island, Hues of steam vessels jilyliig lie- 
tweon tlie northern tprmlniis .iiid Ihree 
feeders from the mines on the West Coast, 
there could not fall to be a large and 
profitable business for all the comtianles 
concerned, csiieclally the Port Angeles
